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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the Amendment filed on April 13, 2004. 
Applicant's cooperation in correcting the informalities in the specification is appreciated. 
Claims 1-23 were amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed combination for improving four phase and 
two phase rotary internal combustion engine with integral supercharging capability, and 
a positive displacement rotary pump or compressor with an integrated axial fan/pump 
inducer including: 

" Regarding claims 1, 12, 16, and 20: 

a rotor block having the end shaft extending therefrom, the end shaft 
coupled to the rotor block by an axial fan portion comprising a plurality of fan 
blades extending radially across an intake opening and communicating with a 
central bore for receiving, with rotational clearance, the central inwardly 
projecting cylindrical portion of the back stator portion."
